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AS ANCIENT CEMETERY, 


PREHISTORIC 
RELICS 
UNEARTHED 


IN WEST VIRGINIA. 


An bland Graveyard Where the, Indiana 


Boiled Thc'r Dead—Pipes, Beads, Arrow 
Heads, Tomahawks and Other Things 
Discovered—Teeth Wonderfully Sound. 
Eight miles up the Potomac river from 


Romney, W. Va., is a small island cut 
off from the main line by a mill race. 
This island is nearly all sand and made a 
splendid burying place for the aborigines 
of this country. For a spaco of 50 by 
300 yards there are many graves about 
two to three feet in depth and contain- 
ing, besides skeletons of Indians, many 
peculiar relics, such as beads, shells, 
pipes, arrow heads, bones of animals 
once used for food, pottery, etc. 


Two years ago the river rose higher 


than it had been knowu to rise for years. 
It -washed out this mill race, and when 
the hanks caved in there were exposed 
to view many skeletons, as above men- 
tioned. The farmers and boys of the 
neighborhood visited the place out of 
curiosity and carried off many articles. 
No account was printed at the time, and 
no examination of the place was made 
until The "World called the attention of 
the Smithsonian men to this find, and a 
letter was at onco written there to tho 
postmaster. But before a reply camo I 
was well on my way to the scene of the 
discovery. 


DICQISO tJP THE BO:rES. 


Sis men were engaged, and tho epot 


where the graves lay wr.s carefully dug 
over. It was found that about forty 
skeletons had been exliumed by the 
freshet and carried away by tho waters. 
Man/ more remained, some of which 
had been disturbed by the plow, for they 
were buried only two feet deep. One of 
these was found to havo interred with 
the body stone tips for his arrows, beads 
as a necklace, a whole pot of clay rudely 
fashioned and holding several decayed 
bones of the deer. This had been ids 
cooking vessel, and when interred with 
the warrior it was filled with deer joints, 
"luscious and juicy," tho meat of which 
sustained his soul in its march through 
the Happy Hunting Grounds. 


Another skeleton had a similar outfit 


placed with it. il;*.y of tho bodies were 
buried in cramped positions, few were 
extended as wo place our dead, many 
bones wero missing and tho skulls of 
some individuals seemed crushed and 
broken. I therefore drew a conclusion 
that most of these \varriors were killed 
in battle. As it was tho Indian custom 
to mutilate the bodies of the slain, in 
some instances to smash the skulls, the 
condition of the skeletons is easily ac- 
counted for. In tho Ioos3 earth thrown 
out of the excavations and everywhere 
about tho surface we found arrow points, 
broken 
pottery, copper 
beads, glass 


beads, shells, parts of stone tomahawks, 
3tc. One excavation revealed an old (ire- 
place. We took out about five busheb 
of ashes, the bones of deer, buffalo and 
ground hog. The buflalo or bison bones 
are seldom met with in the east. It is 
known that the bison roamed all over 
thia country, but the wliites found him 
further west than the Mississippi. There- 
fore the date of this burial placo cnn be 
placed very far back. Tho presence of 
glass and copper beads shows the tribe 
had contact with tho whites. But these 
beads wero found on the surface and not 
buried with the bodies. 


ANOTHER INDIAN VILLAGE. 


After examining this cemetery I went 


twelve miles down tho river to another 
Indian village site. With a force of 
seven men I began work in somo high 
clay banks which fronted tho rirer. 
Here the bodies had never been disturbed 
and lay just as the Indians had left them. 
We took out nearly twenty entire skele- 
tons. The skulls of a number ,vere pre- 
served whole, and when any fell to pieces 
the fragments wero largo enough to ad- 
mit of their being put together. The 
average depth of these graves was three 
feet. With one wo found a copper plate, 
a fine dish of clay with handles and hold- 
Ing on tho inside a shell with strange 
markings on it. The copper plate was 
not of European manufacture. It was 
tho native Lake Superior copper ham- 
mered ont in a cold state by the Indians, 
was about five inches long, two inches 
wide and perforated for suspension as an 
ornament. 


Another body had a necklace of sixty- 


t'.vo bone beads, while a third had over 
three hundred small beads. These had 
been placed in a mass by the left fore- 
arm, but had not been strung. A bone 
awl almost as sharp as n needle and 
wonderfully well preserved accompanied 
this man. The farmer owning tho placo 
presented mo with another copper plato 
and a stone tomahawk, which he had 
plowed up not long before. I also secured 
a good clay pipe found with one of tho 
skeletons. This pipe was shaped some- 
what like our cigar holders, only larger, 
and was made of hard burned clay, red 
in color. 


Tho remr.rkable feature of all Indian 


akulls is tho state of preservation in which 
wo find their teeth. 
I never, with but 


one or two exceptions, found a truly pre- 
historic skeleton in which tho teeth were 
not without sign of decay. 
Sometimes 


when the bones are almost ready to fall 
into dust tho teeth remain sound. 
Whether it is duo to their diet of meats, 
not having known the use of any of our 
modern 
teeth destroying foods and 


sweetmeats, I leave for tho consideration 
of tho dental fraternity. After this placo 
had been examined wo dug into a large 
mound of north and stone, 30 by 40 feet, 
6 feet high. In that wo found the skele- 
ton of a brave warrior covered with sev- 
eral largo sheets of mica, (This may 
have been used ns a looking glass.) Sev- 
eral black flint aiTow heads lav by his 
side, and over his breast lay an ornament 
of black slate with two perforations. 
The ornament was highly polished and 
presented a beautiful appearance. . Thus 
ended the work. A total of fifty bodies, 
in part or entire, was taken out and the 
article corroborated. 
Probably half a 


dozen women and eight children com- 
prised the whole Dumber.—Warren K, 
Moorehejftl in New York World.

j whose apparel would drive an Amevi- 
! can woman crazy if she were obliged to 
wear it. Loosely fitting bodices, lace 
shawls, enormous caps, plainly band- 
ed hair—natural or a "scratch"—mitts 
and reticule, are component parts of 
this, get up n la Kcino Victoria. By its 
wearers it i-* considered tho dignliied 
and becoming thing for elderly -wo- 
men ; while tho yellow skinned, thin 
old woman, with an abundance of ela- 
borately dressed gray hair, no cap, 
diamond earrings and tightly fitting1 
Parisian costume is looked upon, as 
one of ihe most offensive of American 
products, and is the constant subject 
of derision from English pens, pencils 
and voices. 


Although Mrs. Cashel Hoey has 


been for many years before the pub- 
lic as a writer, and has produced ex- 
cellent work in fiction, &he has never 
been fortunate enough to achieve a 
•wonderful paying success. She has 
told me that her earnings average £300 
a year, about $2,500, or $30 a week, 
She values her American connection, 
very highly, and acknowledges that 
f-G larger part of her income is de- 
ri ,'cd from America. 


Having formed a literary partner- 


ship for copyright purposes with John 
LilJie, the Harpers are able to protect 
her later writings, and pay her with 
the promptness and liberality for 
which their name is a synonym, Mrs. 
Hoey lives in a pretty house in the old 
court suburb, Kensington, not far 
from the beautiful town house of the 
duke of Argyll on Campdcn' Hill. 
Her husband is a legal light, and is a 
permanent member of the counsel for 
the management of the Prince of 
Wales' Kothcsay estates. This office 
brings him a salary of £1,000 per an- 
num, M that financially as well as so- 
cially, Mr. and Mrs. Cashel Hoey arc 
in an enviable position. 


Mrs. Campbell Pracd is a graceful, 


delicate young woman about 33. She 
comes of a good family, and the name 
of her husband is also that of one of 
the gentility. She i» a charmingly ar- 
tistic dresser, and as far as her health 
will permit associates with a gay and 
fashionable set. 
Her novels arc wide- 


ly read, but in England are kept awny 
from voting readers exactly as tliObC 
of Ouida. They are in a certain sense 
brilliant, but are restricted to the de- 
lineation of scenes and manners of a 
fast and loo^e class of people—a kind 
only too prominent in largo cities in 
this feverish ng-c. Her literary style 
violates all canons of the art, as under- 
stood and studied by more serious 
writers; nevertheless, there is a gla- 
mour in her periods, a fascination in 
her study of character which causes a 
reader to pursue her fiction breath- 
lessly to the end, and then tossing it 
away, vowing that the time spent in 
reading it might and should be more 
profitably employed. Mrs. Campbell 
Praed has been m America, haying 
made tho now regulation trip thither 
with her friend Justin McCarthy.— 
Cov. Pittsburg Chronicle.
